Worse, President Reagan has 
issued an order for the Coast Guard to inter- 
dict and stop boats bringing Haitians fleeing 
from the cruel island and, fundamentally, send 
them back from whence they came. Yet, the 
decision to ship Haitians to “Siberia,” New 
York exceeds all levels of inhumanity. in the 
New York Times, Steven Forester, another 
attorney for the Haitian Refugee Centeristated 
that the 290 Haitians he represented would be 
“without any legal representation what- 
soever,” if they were moved: 
This is the intention, i.e. to deprive Haitians 
of attorneys so they can be more easily 
deported. Dr. Bill Perry, president of the Miami 
branch of the National. Association for the 
Advancement of Colored: People (NAACP), 
has called this policy “absolutely inhumane 
and borders on being criminal.” at 

What has upset many is the unalloyed, crass 

racism that Reagan's policy reveals. Mayor 
Maurice Férre, recently re-elected in Miami as 
a result of a massive Black vote, has said that 
the policy implies “we welcome whites and 
don't want Blacks...If you look at the number 
of Haitians in comparison with the number of 
Mexicans it's infinitesimal. If we took the same 
measures against the Mexicans, it would bea 
major scandal and there would be an interna- 
tional incident. It's obviously a racist 
approach.” 

Reverend Gerard Jean-Juste, executive 
director of the Haitian Refugee Center, 
agrees: “While Mr. Reagan is getting rid of and 
tesieree 4m Aestres the boet peoptr poputation: 
the United States is still welcoming close to 
500 Indochinese every day, and will probably 
take 10,000 Poles before the end of the year.

We 
could sdive the problem by improving the 
situation at home. Right now 50 percent of all 
children die before reaching four years of age. 
Ninety percent of all people do not receive a 
regular supply of piped water. The illiteracy 
rate is 85 percent. Forty percent of the people 
have no lodging at all. There are 35 prisons for 
each high school in Haiti. For each teacher, 
there. are 189 soldiers. We have a hellish situa- 
tion in Haiti.” How come Mr. Reagan wants to 
back up this Government that has been there 
for 24 years and keeps getting worse? 

The right reverend here puts his finger on a 
crucial factor too often overlooked. For the 
fact is that--like it or not--but for the, U.S. 
government and U.S. trans-national corpora- 
tions, the brutal dictatorship of “Baby Doc" 
Duvalier in Haiti would have been gone a long 

time ago. :

—New Responsibilities For Blacks 


The 1980s are a potentially disastrous 
decade for blacks. With the rug of federat pro- 
grams and national sympathy pulled out from 
under us, black organizations and individuals 
will have to directly confront the internal prob- 
lems of the community to a greater degree 
than in the past. 

Until blacks are aggressively brought into 
the mainstream of American life, we will con- 
tinue to suffer gross disadvantage and our 
communities will continue to be plagued by 
problems that drive us deeper into despair. 

But because we. don't have the luxury of 
waiting for a more favorable national climate, 
we now have to redouble our own efforts des- 
pite our limited resources. 

One problem that must be tackled is the 
near-suicidal withdrawal ‘rom political acti- 
vism as measured by the depressingly low 
voter-registration figures ir black communi- 
ties. Part of the reason anti-black policies have 
prevailed is the absence of political risk

A number of U.S. businesses involved in the 
sugar industry are engaged in the unsavory 
matter of Haiti “lending” 14,000 workers to the 
Dominican Republic for the sugar-cane harv- 
est.

five percent of the workers’ wages, which 
amount to only from 20 to 50 dollars for the 
entire season. This is no more than.a thinly 
disguised form of slavery. 


But one does not have to travel to the 
Dominican Republic to discover gross exploi- 
tation of Haitian sugarcane workers. Look no 
further than 359,000 acres of farmland, 
northwest of Miami. 


For the last 37 years, thousands of Haitian 
and, other Black West Indian workers are 
, brought in specifically to harvest Florida's mil- 
lion ton plus crop of raw sugar. in towns like

hot cramped, filthy rooms, sharing a. 
bathroom--when there is one--with scores of

This ‘reserve army. of-labor!!. has: beer 
brought in for years, despite the state's high 
unemployment rate. But recently, in the first 
work stoppage in 20 years, 38 Haitians who 
said they were represented by the farm- 
workers Rights Organization walked off their 


Clewiston. They say they are striking for bet- 
ter wages and working conditions, contend- 
ing that Afro-Americans, Mexicans and Hai- 
tians are being discriminated against in favor 
of hiring off-shore wofkers “who are captives 
and badly exploited.”

Indeed, President Reagan's recent attack on 
Haitians is seen by many as a response to the 
bidding of the sugar barons who would like to 
see increasingly militant Haitians shipped out 
of town as soonas possible... -

continues. Blacks in this country should not 
sit idly by as Haitians are washed up on shore 
like dead fish.

then agitate for longer sentences and more 
prisons to warehouse society's victims. But it 
does mean implementing neighborhood antsi- 
crime measures and helping to keep our 
young people on the straight and narrow.

Female- 
headed households are five times as likely to 
be poGr as two-parent households. Mortality 
rates for children born of teenage mothers are 
over double those for children born of moth- 
ers in their twenties. 

The needs are enormous--from guidance 
for young people to adequate pre-natal care to 
educational, health and job opportunities for 

. young mothers. It is acommunity responsibil- 
ity to see to it that our young mothers andtheir 
children survive in this hostile environment. 
Everyone, from churches to social groups to 

_ established social service agencies ought to 
be actively engaged in helping. 

Let us not fool ourselves that voluntary 
activity can solve our problems or even signif- 
icantly reduce them. Most of the black com- 
munity's deepest problems are a direct result 
of past and present racism. Only strong, acti- 
vist federal and private sector actions can 
overcome society's heritage of black 
digadvantage. 

But many of our problems can be contained

Powerless Black Legislators 


The black caucus, legis- 


latively speaking, full of 
sound and inferred power, 
signifying the whimper of a 
babe in a family dispute. 
Unless the caucus members 
can sway a vote in the pass- 
ing of laws of other mea- 
sures. it is just another 
organization. . 

The reason this thought 
is propounded is that if 
there exists a black caucus, 
then there is a white caucus 
pitted against it and the 
white caucus carries the 


“overwhelming majority 


vote. 

There was just one black 
power in Congress in this 
century and that was the 
Rev. Adam ‘‘Keep the 
Peace Baby" Clayton 
Powell. He had been 
appointed to an important 
chairmanship and became 
@ pain in the neck to the 
House of Representatives 
because he exercised the 
strategy of just sitting on 
very important legislation 
until Congress came 
around to passing mea- 
sures he advocated relative 
to black people. J 

Sitting on legislation is 
the att of a chairman not 
bringing to the committee 
legislation to be handled, 
but stalling along on it until 
an important hour. Powell's 
important hour was: when 
the Congress had passed 
legislation favoring or pro- 


tecting the black man. 


' Unifortunately that day of 
Powell was the only time 
for birck people to get 
something done. To be 
sure the white power of 
Congress and legislatures 
step around appointments — 
to important positions for 
black men so that there wilf 
not be another Powell to 
complicate schemes. It 
almost obviates itself that 
the black caucus sounds 
big ahd. awesome, threat: 
ening action if there is not 
proper behavior by white 
lawmakers, but that no one 
is worrying much is any- 
body's guess. 

This is not to deride 
black lawmakers and their 
plan to stick together on 
the plan rather than be 
divided and lose. But the 
suggestion above has more 
logic, taking into consider- 
ation that black lawmaking 
men are so few inany legis- 
lative chamber of this 
country 

‘It seems that it would be 
far ‘more beneficial for 
black elected men to sort of 
buddy up with several 
white legislators, individu- 
ally. help them along in 
their efforts for certain laws 
'-- a8 long as the laws are 
not detrimental to the wel-

lawmakers they helped for 
support when blacks’ offer

To be sure such white 
legislative travelers (re- 
member the old McCarthy 
days when people were 
pinkos (Communists) or 
fellow travelers?) may 
renege on help but it is 
‘doubtful that they will 
repeatedly. 5 

Vou see every legislator 
has some little pet law he 
would like to nurse into 
fruition but other legisla- 
tors or congressmen might 
nor be favorable for one 
reason or another. That is 
when he might go to some 
black legislators or con- 
gressmen whom he helped. 

United States lawmaking 
bodies are full of factions 
and one solid faction is 
always favorable toward 
sgad blocks to measures or 
enactments that favor 
black people. So few black 
people in northern states 
vote or even register that 
only a few black legisiators 
or-“congressmen get 
elected. ' 

The black caucus, to 
repeat, has tremendous 


sound but when one gets . 


down to fundamentals it is 
questionable, as exampled 
by the minority party aver- 
wheimed by the majority 
for it poses the same situa- 
tion except that division 
lines are racially drawn 
rather than politically set. 

if some black manages to 
get a key chairmanship, he 
will be able to subtly wheel 
power as did Congressman 
Powell. But, that doean't 
happen, what price bldck 
caucus? It is for each black 
legislator to collect a 
bunch of 1OU notes from 
white members, (OU mean- 
ing vote help, not money. 

The black man has a baf- 
fling world ahead probably 
more baffling than the one 
from which he emerges. He 
must be an astute thinker 
about handling the new 
world. He has footholds 
which he must defend and 
retain rather than have 
thém wrestied away from 
him. Already school segre- 
gation raises its head 
again 

There must be power in 
the hands of the black man 
The legislators are too few 
to wield power but harbor- 
ing-a-bunch of white votes
